Robert Smylie in the GOP 
gubernatorial primary, receiving 
61 percent of the vote the year 
after Smylie proposed and signed 
into law Idaho’s first sales ' tax - 
; which Samuelson had opposed in

Samuelson beat Andrus, then 
also a state- senatbr,; in the;

252,600 cast, even though Andrus 
was a late replacement for 
Charles Herndon of Salmon, who 
was the handpicked candidate of 
Democradc boss Tom Boise. 

- Herndon died in a plane crash 
less than two months before the 
general election. 

Samuelson lost his rejection 
bid to Andrus four years later by 
10,900 votes out of 245,000 cast. 

That began 24 years of. 
Democradc control of the gover- 
nor’s office by Andrus and.John 
Evans. 

Despite being the last Idaho 
governor until Republican Phil 
Batt In 1995 to work with a legisl a- 
dve’majorltyof'Kis own party, 
Samuelson set a. record in 1967 
when he vetoed 39 bills sent to . 
him by lawmakers. 

. Republican Gov. Dirk Kemp- 
thome remembered Samuelson as- * 
“an honest, plain-speaking man: 
whose solid conservative id eali 
shaped his personal and public! 
life.”

and was speaker of the Idaho.* ‘

million increase in the new bud- 
get, buried deep in the 1 .5-inch 
document, broke faith with the 
deal lawmakers cut when the tax 
relief package was passed at the

“It’s being handled differently 
from what I recall,” the Rupert 
Republican said. “This body made 
an agreement that public schools 
would not be hurt, that we would 
not use this figure to diminish 
what they would normally receive. 
This gives that impression.” 

Instead of specifically adjusting 
the basic public school aid pack- 
age to reflect the annual escala- 
tion in the cost of property tax 
relief, as was done up until now, 
-Kcmpthorne’s budget for 2000- 
2001 leaves the property tax 
money at this year’s original level 
and then notes that “additional 
state support for property tax 
replacement” should be taken 
from the $52.6 million in extra 
money he proposed for school 
operations. 

He said that extra cash, pushing 
total state aid to $873 million, 
marked state support for educa- 
tion at “historic proportions”^ 
although die dollar amount, per- ' 
ccntage increase from this year 
and percentage of total spending 
are all below past years. 


Study: Earth 
tilted on its axis 

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Scientists studying underwater 
volcanoes have found evidence 
the Earth may have wobbled like 
an out-of-balance ball 84 million 
years ago, relocating the poles and 
shifting the location of 
Wasliington to die tropics. 

Something - they’re not yet sure 
what - appears to have changed 
the distribution of weight in the 
Earth, causing it to begin slufting 
to get back in balance. 

“What it appears that hap- 
pened, was a rapid shift,” at 84 
million years ago followed by a 
“slow recovery to where dungs arc 
today,” explained William W. 
Sager of Texas A&M University.

The New York-based Humari 
Rights Watch group on Thursday 
accused Russian soldiers of raping 
Chechen women in Russian-con- 
trolled areas of Chechnya. Citing 
interviews with refugees who had ■ 
spoken with the victims or seen 
their dead bodies, Human Rights 
Watch described rapes in Shali, 16 
miles southeast of Grozny, and 
Alkhan-Yurt, just southwest of the 
Chechen capital. 
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between the Canadian and 
Americah systems of testing com- 
moditics and differences 
between transportation regula- 
tions that cause problems for 
exporters. 

“In practice - if not in theory - 
they are barriers to trade,” said 
Alberta provincial legislator 
David Coults, co-chairman of the 
potato session with Idaho Rep. 
Douglas Jones, R-Filer. 

“This was a first good step,” 
said Jones, chairman 'of the 
House Agricultural Affairs 
Committee. “Hopefully this is 
the first step in resolving some.of 
these issues.” 

Sponsored by Idaho House 
Speaker Bruce Newcomb, R- 
Burley, and the Pacific 
Northwest Economic Region, the 
sessions were designed to lay the 
groundwork for future negotia- 
tions. PNWER is an organization 
of legis lato r s fro m Idaho, 
Washington, Oregon, Montana, 
Alaska, British Columbia, 
Alberta and the Yukon territory 
in Canada. 

Jones and Coults opened the 
meeting with a cordial tone, say- 
ing both sides should focus on 
the common ground they share 
and work from there. But Idaho 
potato farmers confronted the 
Canadian government officials 
about trade practices they said 
hinder the flow of Idalio potatoes 
into Canada, while Canadian 
spuds have virtually no restric- 
tions' when entering the United 
States. 

“I’ve got some serious ques- 
tions about how (the Canadians) 
dobusiness,” said Ron Buatte_of. 
the Potato Growers of Idaho. 
“We’ve got them here. Let’s get 
these things in the table and talk 
about it.” 

That comment launched an 
afternoon of frank discussion. 
The parties hammered out three 
points to begin negotiations: 

• The Idaho and Alberta legis- 
lators will draft memorials 
regarding exemptions and mar- 
keting orders both countries use 
to regulate imports coming into 
their countries, and will lobby 
their respective federal govern- 
ments to ease restrictions. 

The two sides agreed to 
attempt to ease regulations, but 
Jones and Coults warned that the 
practices originate at the federal 
level. 

• The parties agreed to pursue 


standardized testing at laborato- 
ries that test commodities cross- 
ing the 49th parallel, and to press 
for recognition of equality, 
between Canadian and U.S. labs. 
U.S. growers complained that 
Canadian labs required duplica- 
tion of tests for ring rot,, while 
Canadian potatoes cross the bor- 
der without re-testing. It holds up 
shipments and costs money, the 
growers said. 

“We’re not interested in how 
the scientist does the test. We’re 
worried about the end result - 
getting those potatoes moving 
north and south,” Jones said. 

• The parties agreed to'assem- 
blc u six-member working group 
- made up of two Idaho potato 
industry representatives, two 
Alberta potato industry repre- 
sentatives and legislative repre- 
sentatives from both states. The 
group will work to find other 
issues that need to be addressed. 
At anoth er m eeting later in the 
year,' the working group’s^ find- 
ings will be discussed. 

One key issue to be addressed 
by the group is how the two 
nations can work together to 
loosen trade restrictions and lib- 
eralize free market practices in 
other markets - especially Asia 
and Europe. 

The group will also will 
address transportation restric- 
tions - such as Canada's restric- 
■ tion of trucks with three or more 
trailer axles in Canada. Growers 
.. say. the restrictions in both coun- 
tries hold up potato shipments. 

Despite the slight tension in 
the session, many of the speakers 
at the summit spoke about the 
unique relationship between the 
United States- and by extension 
Idaho - and Canada. 

Dr. Ted Chambers of the 
University of Alberta, one of the 
summit’s opening speakers, used 
an old German saying to illus- 
trate the close yet tense relation- 
ship between the two countries’ 
ag industries in the wake of the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement. 

“ ‘Marrying is easy. House- 
keeping is hard,’ ’’ he said. “But 
housekeeping is easier with trust. 
-JUid trust comes with both par- 
ties seeing benefit of the mar- 
riage.”

Helms blasts U.N. for ‘lack of gratitude’

“Report targets violence, women 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) -SenT Jesse ~ 
Helms, who has made a career of lambasting 
the United Nations, kept up the attack as he 
addressed the Security Council on Thursday, 
saying Americans feef “a lack of gratitude*' ‘ 
from the world organization. 

Helms, R-N.C., who has previously branded 
U.N. officials as_“dysfunctionar and “cry 
babies,” tempered his criticism by proposing 
a new spirit of cooperation with the world 
body and suggested formal, annual visits 
between members and U.S. lawmakers. 

“If we are to have a new beginning, we 
must endeavor to understand each other bet- 
ter,” Helms said in the first-ever address by a 
U.S. lawmaker to the Security Council. 

Despite his courtly tone and offer of a 
“hand of friendship,” delegates reacted cool- 
ly to Helms’ litany of U.N. excesses and fail- 
ings. • . 

American tardiness in meeting its pay- 
ments and Helms’ insistence on a lower U.S. 
contribution “has hindered and not helped" 
peacekeeping efforts, said. Jeremy 
Greenstock, the British envoy. 

Sergey Lavrov, Russia’s representative, 
complained that the United States failed to 
abide by terms of a U.N. budget that all mem-

keep its word,” he said. “The money we 
spend on the U.N. is not charity,” Helms 
declared. “To the. contrary, it is an invest- 
ment - an investment from which the 
American people rightly expect a return." 

Congress last year voted to pay S926 mil- 
lion in back U.S. dues over three years. 

The United States paid a $100 million 
installment late last year. But to get the rest, 
the United Nations must meet about a dozen 
conditions drafted by Helms, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee chairman, and 
Sen. Joseph Bidcn, D-Dcl., the committee’s 
senior minority member. 

The conditions includes a reduction the 
U.S. share of the U.N. peacekeeping budget 
from the current 31 percent to 25 percent and 
of the regular budget from 25 percent to 22 
percent. ■ 

« Helms was invited to speak by U.S.- 
Ambassador Richard Holbrooke, who holds 
the rotating council chairmanship. 

Despite the blunt exchanges, Holbrooke 
said he hoped Helms’ appearance would help 
in "bringing to a close a chapter of great ten- 
sion between Washington and the U.N.”

She added that the universi- 
ty would look into installing sprin- 
klers in six-story Boland Hall, 
where the fire started early 
Wednesday. 

Of the six people who remained 
hospitalized Thursday, four 
remained in critical condition. 

Essex County Prosecutor

and electrical problems as possi- 
ble causes. — 

“We are ruling out nothing at 
this juncture," Campolo said.

WASHINGTON - Census mes- 
sages will whiz by this year like 
never before - an buses and TV 
screens, in schools and church- 
es, on posters and in post 
offices. 

But despite a decade of plan- 
ning and unprecedented publici- 
ty efforts, confidence is low as 
this year’s tally begins. 

Leaders on both sides of the 
political spectrum say they are 
worried that even though the. 
2000 Census is costing more 
than twice as much as any previ- 
ous count, it will be hard- 
pressed to even match the accu- 
racy of the 1990 Census. 

That was the first in history 
judged, to be less accurate than 
the preceding count, with an 
estimated 8 million people 
missed aiid another 4 million 
counted twice. “What happened 
, the last time can’t happen again. 
We can’t rely on the Census - 
Bureau. We can’t wait on them," 
said Margaret Leal-Sotcllo, 
director of Census efforts for 
the Mexican American Legal 
Defense and Educational Fund, 
a national census partner. 

*T’m hopeful," she added. 
“But I really do think that this 
may not work;" 

Bureau officials say they have 
done everything they can and 
feel poised to successfully con- 



duct the most complex count in 
history. Still, they realize that 
there’s little they can do to pre- 
vent a repeat of 1990. 

One of Leal-Sotello’s concerns: 
is that households may not know 
to ask for foreign-language cen- 
sus. People can fill out question- 
naires in any of five foreign lan- 
guages - four more than in pre- 
vious censuses - but they must 
request them first. 

That’s spelled out in a letter 
to be sent to nearly all house- 
holds in America in March, but 
the front of that letter is primed 
almost entirely in English.' 


Single lines at the bottom in 
Spanish, Chinese, Tagalog, 
Vietnamese and Korean tell 
people to turn the page over for 
more instructions. 

Because English dominates 
the letter and many recent 
immigrants fear the govern- 
ment, non-English speakers may 
never see the forms they need, 
said Mark Neuman, one of 
Congress’ appointees to the 
Census Monitoring Board and a 
former Census Bureau official. 

“That in my view is outra- 
geous and unacceptable," he 
said. 

• The bureau says the letter is 
set up so as not to alienate the 
vast majority of the population 
familiar with English. In any 
case, it’s too late to change it - 
the advance letters have been 
printed for months. 

Census Director Kenneth 
Prewitt said the bureau can’t 
promise more accuracy in the 
2000 census,- which begins with 
counting in remote areas this 
week and intensifies in mid- 
March with the mailing of ques- 
tionnaires to households across 
America. 

"The best estimate I could 
give you is that 2000 will be 
some sort of close approxima- 
tion of 1990 with respect to the 
undercounr,” Prewitt said. “We 
would like for that not to be the 
case."

Poverty persists in U.S. 


despite strong economy 


BOSTON (AP) - In these times 
of low unemployment and 
’overnight stock market fortunes, 
30 million Americans worry about 
where they will get their next 
meals, according to a new study. 

The number of Americans who 
go hungry has held steady for die 
last four years, despite unprece- 
dented economic growth, the 
• Center on Hunger and Poverty at 
Tufts University found. 

“I think people assume that the 
rising tide lifts all boats and, in 
fact, at the lowest end of the spec- 
trum, there are as many hungry 
people as ever," said Deborah 
Leff,- president of America’s 
Second Harvest, a Chicago-based 
agency that delivers 1 billion 
pounds of food to food banks 
annually. 

The Tufts study is billed as die 
most, comprehensive analysis of 
domestic hunger since welfare 
was overhauled in 1996. 
Researchers pulled together fed- 
eral and state estimates on 
hunger, along with reports from 
food banks and shelters, to pro- 
vide a detailed picture of hunger 
and so-called “food insecurity" - 
the fear that there won’t be 
enough to eat.

Setting the record straight over Raft River hog farm 


I 


S ince Nov. 4, I've received more 
than 500 telephone calls, let- 
ters and e-mails regarding the , 
agribusiness development I’m. 
planning to build at the old'' 
Simplot C&Y Dairy in the Raft River 
Valley, and I have personally met with 
hundreds morcthroughout Cassia 
County. I’ye.en joyed talking with and 
hearing from people who either want 
to work for Big Sky Farms or who want 
to contribute to the farm's construction 
(as concrete, plumbing, electrical, 
trucking, general labor subcontractors, 
etc.), raise our feed (most of our 
inquires) and from those who simply 
wanted to know more. As the develop- 
er of Big Sky Farms, I fully anticipated 
spirited debate and the emergence of 
passionate advocates, anti I'm pleased 
at the community’s desire to gel 
involved. Regardless of whether the 
comments or suggestions were' positive 
or not, it’s the process of establishing a 
productive dialog that has been most 
rewarding. 

Recently, however, the “Cassia 
County Coalition" of Larry Olson, Mike 

Garner, John Evans and Tony Allen- 

offered representations to the media 
about my project and me that, 
although entertaining, warrant clarifi- 
cation. 

My vision for si comprehensive 
agribusiness development began in the 
fall of 1997 and was first introduced in 
July of 1998 when I petitioned the 
Idaho Land Board for long-term ground 
leases in Owyhee County to build and 
operate Sawtooth Farms (near 
Grandview). Unfortunately, we were 
unable to secure the necessary case- 
ments over neighboring federal land in

a timely manner. The only differences 
between Sawtooth Farms and Big Sky 
are their size and minority ownership 
interests, and it’s no secret that I’m the 
developer of both projects. Neither 
Sawtooth Farms nor Big Sky Farms (or 
any other entity in my organization) 
has ever petitioned for permits in any 
other county. When the farmer who 
petitioned to build a small hog-finish- 
ing facility in Jefferson County was 
denied, he contacted me, and I invited 
him to become a farming partner and 
equity owner of Big Sky. In sum, no 
other counties have told me “no" and 
the period from July 1998 through 
January 2000 is only 18 months, not 
four years. 

, . .Willi respect to the “state-of-the-artl- . 
waste-handling system of anaerobic 
decomposition units (anaerobic 
digesters) that we will be employing in 
Big Sky: The Utah Water Quality Board 
recently affirmed (by a vote of 7-1) the 
unanimous decision of the Beaver 
County commissioners to grant expan- 
sion permits to Circle 4 Farms in 
Milford, Utah - lauding anaerobic 
decomposition units as the most envi- 
ronmentally safe method of animal 
waste disposal. The "Cassia County 
Coalition” has exhaustively proclaimed 
that Circle 4 Farms is an environmen- 


tal and economic disaster. 

Yet a random survey of resident 
neighbors conducted by the Deseret 
News found that 90 percent felt the hog 
farm is beneficial to the area, that they 
had a “high trust” rating. Sixty-two 
percent of those surveyed favored 
Circle 4’s expansion. Furthermore, 
these “sewage treatment” systems 
hardly mandate $93 million per year to 
operate. Most interesting, though, was 
Mr. Allen’s passionate foray into waste 
statistics and inciting prophecy - yet he 
failed to mention that his 5,000-hend 
fecdlot operates in a flood plain, has 
cattle roaming both sides of the Raft 
River, buttresses the LDS Church to 
the east and seemingly employs no 
waste-management system at all (not to 
mention "state-of-the-art”). 

In most organizations, the biggest 
cost and the greatest operating invest- 
ment's in hiring, training and main- 
taining a productive work force. ,We 
believe that if you treat your employ- 
ees fairly, pay them well and offer 
incentive programs, health benefits 
and retirement plans, you will avoid 
the added expense of constantly hiring 
and training new workers. The farm 
portion of Big Sky Farms will employ 
approximately 275 to 300 full-time 
workers, and it is our aim to promote a 
friendly and safe work environment. 
What wage and benefit package docs 
Mr. Garner or Mr. Allen offer their 
help? Especially their Hispanic work- 
ers)? 

Concerning the development’s 
financing: As the entrepreneur, I’ve 
provided for the start-up capital and 
have personally made the initial invest- 
ments in Cassia County. A project of 


this size ($190 million) requires a 
. sophisticated yet very pragmatic 
financing package that includes 
approximately $70 million in Industrial 
Revenue Bond offerings. An Industrial 
Revenue Bond is an instrument that 
the federal government has deemed 
tax exempt to its owners. In other 
words, the buyers_of_the bonds.(insur-_. 
ance companies, pension funds, institu- 
tional investors, etc.) ore not required 
to pay income taxes on the interest 
income earned from their ownership of 
the bonds. 

Although the issuer of Industrial 
Revenue Bonds is a government entity, 
there is no financial cost or risk of any 
kind to that government-issuing body. 
That’s the law. Industrial Revenue 
-Bonds are required to be secured by a 
letter-of-credit from an A1P1 (highest 
bank rating) financial institution - not 
secured by the assets of the develop- 
ment entity receiving the funds. As a 
comparison, the D.L. Evans Bank has 
no financial racing with Standard & 
Poors or Moody’s Investor Services. 
Therefore, our institutional investors 
would not deem the D.L. Evans Bank 
safe enough to guarantee the county’s 
Industrial Revenue Bond issue on 
behalf of Big Sky Farms by themselves. 

The state of Idaho is issued an allo- 
cation of $150 million per year in 
Industrial Revenue Bonds for qualified 
applicants only. The state of Idaho has 
never fully used its bond allocation. In 
fact, last year approximately $73 mil- 
lion of unused volume cap was peti- 
tioned to be carried forward to this 
year because of a lack of qualified 
applications. Big Sky Farms has earned 
its eligibility to use Industrial Revenue 


Bonds and has qualified under the 
“Solid Waste Treatment” provisions of 
the Industrial Revenue Tax Code due 
to its waste-management system 
designs and proposed construction. Big 
Sky is very proud to have earned this 
distinction. 

Big Sky's procurement of these bonds 
.will.in no^way encumber. the citizens of _ 
Cassia County. These funds, however, 
will be spent in Cassia County and will 
directly or indirectly benefit many of 
its citizens. 

Finally, Cassia County boasts thr.ee 
of the most powerful legislators in 
Boise: Speaker Newcomb, Sen. 
Darrington and Rep. Kcmpton. 

Together, they have about 40 years of. 
legislative experience, yet Cassia 
County remains one of the most eco- 
nomically depressed areas not only in 
Idaho, but in the entire Pacific 
Northwest. While much of the country 
is enjoying unprecedented prosperity^ 
(low unemployment, higher average 
pay, etc.), stores and businesses in 
Cassia County continue to close, the 
average pay for. workers is alarmingly 
low and farm bankruptcies are on the 
rise.

Worse, your black support - 
reconfirincd in a Marist poll last 
week - is an astonishingly low 6 
percent. These are die numbers 
some nitwit Klansman out of 
Louisiana might rack up - not the 
mayor of America’s most cos- 
mopolitan dty. . 

. So what do you do? 
r Most politicians, once they 
recovered from Uieir initial 
embarrassment, would find a way 
to reach more black voters - fast. 
_Yel Giuliani, in that oddly per- _ . • 
verse way of his, does just the ' 
opposite. 

In his State of the City talk last 
week, he went out of his way lo m 
lombasrcihcr people who go! ~ 
themselves arrested in large ♦ 
protests after four white officers 
used 41 bullets to kill an unaptfed 
black man named AmadourDiaUo 
in tile Bronx. 

“You have to support the 
police," Giuliani told a packed 
City Council chamber as lie stood 
before a giant photo of Times 
Square in all its New Year’s Eve 
glory. If you examine the era 
when politidans ran out on the 
police when tilings got tough, he 
said, you’ll find that “the police 
are going to run out on their 
responsibilities - because they see 
their careers and their lives at risk 
for doing what they’re supposed 
to do.” This was a gratuitous jab 
at die mayoralty of David Dinkins, 
who remains a hero to many black 
New Yorkers. 

But wait. Would he accept a 
“nobody-loves-us" excuse from 
teachers? Would he accept it from 
bus drivers or subway workers? 
Would he indulge the slightest 
hint that they weren’t prepared to 
fulfill their responsibilities faith- 
fully? No way. He would vow to 
kick their posteriors from the 
. Bronx to the Rodcaways - and he 
would be justified. 

Meanwhile, in lus speech, 

Giuliani complained about a “car- 
nival-like atmosphere” that dung 
to the Diallo protests and reiterat- 
ed his support for an Appellate 
Division decision that sent the 
trial of the four white officers out 
of the minority Bronx and into an 
overwhelmingly white Albany. 

Well, look- Dinkins did do a 
lousy job with the NYPD. And the

The 
mayor wasn’t necessarily wrong j 
on the facts.

But he failed to offer any sign 
that he is able to see radal issues 
through any eyes other than his . 
own. Almost any mayor in any dty ' 
in America soon learns that it’s 
smart to have some back diannels 
for discussion with minority lead- 
ers. If nothing else, frank words in 
private can stave off noisy finger- 
jabbing blowups in public.- 

Giuliani doesn’t seem to care. 
Until the Diallo shooting, for 
example, he had declined for a 
year and a half to sit down for a 
chat with Manila ttan Borough 
President Virginia Fields, who is 
black. And he let his rigidity on 
the Diallo protests drive away one 
of his key black allies, the Rev. 
Floyd Flake of the Queens bor- 
ough. Rather than listen to black 
critidsm, build mutual respect - 
and maybe tip those poll numbers 
up a notch or two, Giuliani goes it 
alone. 

This has the makings of a 
tragedy. Former. Mayor Edward 
Koch expressed it best Monday 
evening on CNN’s Larry King 
Live. 

_ _^The m ayor,” Koch s aid, “has to 
be more than a police commission- 
er. He’s the heart, he’s the soul of 
the people in this dty.” 

Giuliani has the soul of a desk 
sergeant. 

Yet what are we to make of the 
first lady? On Monday, she high- 
lighted the perils of calculated 
radal pandering. She finally came 
to the Harlem borough to kiss the 
ring of the Rev, A1 Sharpton, who 
works simultaneously as a rabble- 
rouser and statesman. She tried to 
stave off a suburban backlash by 
bringing along a security blanket 
of popular folks such as Koch and 
Sen. Charles Sch timer, D-N.Y. 

Even so, things took an uncom- 
fortable turn when a Queens pas- . 
tor, Charles Norris, in his introduc- 
tion of Sharpton, felt compelled to 
mention that at one point in his 
life, “I was fired by a Jew.” 

Oops. Clinton was quick to dis- 
tance herself from those remarks 
- but still, it wasn’t a great 
episode. We’re caught between a 
mayor who can’t deal with blacks 
to save his life and a first lady who 
loves to pander. 

It’s a lovely formula for polariza- 
tion.

Once again, The Times-News 
passes things off as good with- 
ou t tellin g the whole story: 
“Deep wells equipped with cen- 
trifugal pumps are letting cen- 
ter pivot sprinklers supplant 
flood irrigation.” 

This is efficient use of water 
but does nothing to re-supply 
the aquifer, our sole source of 
drinking water, and, in fact, is 
■ rapidly depleting it. Recharge 
• efforts have been less than suc- 
cessful and, when concentrated 
in small areas, tend to risk 
adding pollutants to an other- 
wise pure water source. The 
words “efficient use of water” 
and “depleting the aquifer'’ 
have to be used in conjunction 
to arrive at a determination of 
positive or negative, especially 
in the long term, the next 100 
years. 

“Tractors have replaced 
mules. That and other advances 
. in mechanized agriculture 
enable a farmer to cultivate far 
more land than he could a cen- 
tury ago.” This has increased 
(real farming) production costs 
while profits have gone down! 

“Milking machines have 
. replaced, hands, allowing large-., 
scale milk production.” This 
allows large-scale production of 
manure, manure water, immi- 
gra tion of a work force that is 
not paitl enough to own a home 
so that their burden on the 
infrastructure is not balanced 
with the property taxes they 
would pay, groundwater quality 
is destroyed, air quality is poi- 
sonous and the promises of eco- 
nomic good times for support- 
ive farmers simply hasn’t hap- 
pened. Balancing good with 
bad, the good is that a few get 
rich while the real farmers go 
broke and the people get the 
slop and the local price of milk 
and cheese is excessive while 
the quality is poor. Got milk? 

Got manure! (and all the other . 
problems).

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Schools help kids beat drug addiction

TWIN FALLS - One Twin Falls 
High School student, who used 
methamphetamine and has a 
parent suffering from alco- 
holism, has been m high school 
support groups for three years. 

She has been sober for 18 
months and will be the first 
member of her family to attend 
college. 

That success story, relayed 
Thursday by Twin Falls High 
School drug and alcohol preven- 
tion counselor Jan Olson, is an 


example of how local schools 
help students struggling with 
substarice abuse or emotional 
problems. 

Meanwhile, adults can take 
simple steps to interact with 
young people, speakers told the 
Twin Foils Kiwanis Club 
Thursday. 

“Prevention programs in the 
schools are literally lifelines for 
hundreds and hundreds of kids,” 
said Morcja Laming, who coordi- 
nates prevention and counseling 
programs in tho Twin Falls 
School District. 

The district’s. Student As- 
sistonce/Substance Abuse Pre- 


vention Program began about 13 
years ago. Services range from 
working with elementary, stu- 
dents on behavior to support 
groups for secondary students 
struggling with grief, divorce, 
anger management and other 
issues. 

Four adult mentors work with 
students at Lincoln, Harrison, 
Bickel, Momlngslde and Perrine 
elementary schools. Three coun- 
selors specializing in substance 
abuse prevention and interven- 
tion serve all secondary students. 
The district also offers related 
services to parents who have a 
struggling child. 


The school district interviews 
students to gauge the effective- 
ness of the services. About 85 
percent of secondary students in 
support groups in 1999 said the 
program helped prevent them 
trom dropping out of school. And 
84 percent that same year said 
they either decreased or stopped 
drug or alcohol use as a result of 
the services. 

But funding for the programs 
is unstable each year,' Lanting 
said. She encouraged -Kiwanis 
members to contact their legisla- 
tors to urge them to support con- 
sistent money for prevention and 
assistance services.

fine for the first violation is $50 
_and_the seco nd vi olation is $100. 
A third~violation within a 12- 
month period carries a $200 fine. 

Fred Tate, a member of the 
dtizens’ committee that helped 
draft the ordinance, said the fee 
increases are appropriate and 
will discourage people from 
allowing their pets to run loose. 


Jarbidge rebels ‘pick’ 
symbol for the cause 


RENO, Nev. (AP) - A state 
assemblyman and others protest- 
ing the Forest Service's refusal - 
to reopen a road on a national 
forest in a remote part of Nevada 
have erected a monument to 
their cause - a 30-foot-tall shovel 
In front of the Elko County 
Courthouse. 

As many as 10,000 regular- 
sized shovels from all over the 
country are expected to arrive in 
Elkn next week, donations from 
loggers, ranchers, miners, farm- 
ers and others who want to help 
activists rebuild the road along a 
river with threatened bull trout 

The ongoing dispute between 
the Forest Service and the coun- ~ 
ty commission was the topic of a 
congressional field hearing in 
November and has become sym- 
bolic of wide-ranging conflict 

over federal land management 
policies, especially in the West. 

A federal Judge in Reno Issued 
a temporary restraining order 
blocking reconstruction of the 
remote canyon road near the 
Idaho border after State 
Aisemblyman John Carpenter 
and others threatened to rebuild ' 
it with teams of horses, picks and 
shovels in defiance of Forest 
Service orders. 

“We’re trying to keep this 


thing alive,” said Carpenter, a 
Republican, who came up with 
the idea for the giant shovel and - 
Is helping pay for it. “We’ve got 
to win this thing or the West ns 
we know it is not going to be 
around." 

“The support we are getting, 
you Just can’t believe it," Carter 
said in a telephone interview 
Thursday from his insurance 
business in Elko. "This tiling has 
really taken off.” 

The shovel’s handle is 18- to 
20?feet tall, the metal blade 
about 10 fcet-by-12 feet. 

“It is very impressive. Every- 
body is giving a dollar to have 
their name engraved on it; 
There’s room for several thou- 
sand names and we’re -getting 
pretty close to the first 1,000 
now ." he said. - 

A special plate is being pre- 
pared for the shovel with the 
words "Jarbidge Shovel Brigade*’ 
and "No more roadless areas.” 

A federal judge In Reno has 
ordered the Forest Service enter 
into mediation with Carpenter, 
county commissioners and others 
in the ongoing dispute over pro- 
tection of the bull trout and the 



South. Canyon Road along the 
Jarbidge River that washed out 
in a 1997 flood. 


The Forest Service and U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service main- 
tain reconstruction of the road 
will accelerate erosion on the 
river banks end jeopardize the 
southernmost surviving popula- 
tion of the fish in North America. 

The county commission argues 
the federal government has no

Construction company may have to pay for its tardiness -Services-

FILER - The Filer School Board on 
Wednesday examined the possibility of 
seeking liquidated damages against Gary 
Jones Construction, the contractor of the 
new Hollister school addition, for being 
more than a month late in completing the 
project. 

Under the terms of the contract, the con- 
tractor must pay 5300 per day for each day 
the project is late. 

“As per the change order dated in 
September, theoretically, everything 
should have been finished and turned over 
by November 29,” said Jim Lystrup, the 
project architect and liaison. “I would like 
to give you a few words of advice on how 
liquidated damages are accessed. In a 
court of law, the court will back us up if we 
can prove that an owner or the district has 
been harmed," Lystrup said. 

But some board members thought a dis- 
. cussion on litigation was premature. 

• “I'm a little irritated right now at the 



mere mention of litigation,” said Board 
Chairman Gerald Orth el. “I need two bits 
of information. Number one, I think we 
need to contact our attorney just to make 
sure he knows where we stand on this, and 
two, what are the exact figures as far as liq- 
uidated damages being accessed?” 

The board decided to contact attorney 
Mick Hodges for his opinion on liquidated 
damages. 

Lystrup said the court would only consid- 
er awarding liquidated damages if bad 
faith could be proved on the 
part of the contractor, something that 
didn’t apply to Gary Jones Construction. 

Jones admitted there had been commu- 
nication problems between his firm, the 
subcontractors and the architect. He said 
one of the delays occurred when an order 


got lost in transit and materials had to.be- 
— reordered, something that was beyond any- 
one’s control. 

“Our fundamental philosophy is that we 
work for you,” Jones said. 

The board accepted Lystrup’s recom- 
mendation to give the contractor until Feb. 

1 to complete a punch list of items not yet 
corrected at the site and until April 1 to . 
finish the outside work. 

In other business Wednesday, School 
Resource Officer Todd Peterson gave the 
board a report on a recent district safety 
inspection and made several recommenda- 
tions to improve safety. His recommenda- 
tions for Filer High School include posting 
directional signs at 'the entrance, separat- 
ing visitor, staff and student parking, 
installing outside cameras, removing out- 
side vision obstructions, improving inside 
camera systems and installing cameras in 
unmonitored areas. 

His recommendations for Hollister 
Elementary School include adding a south- 
ern fence, installing an entrance gate to 
limit access and improving outside light- -

Counties agree to cut tax 
bills for forest landowners^ 


City workers fume over raise 


'BOISE (AP) - Officials repre- 
senting Idaho’s counties, forest 
I^hdowners and the timber 
industry agreed on compromise 
legislation that will reduce forest 
land values and property taxes of 
fprest landowners. 

■ ■ Lobbyists for the Intermount- 
ain' Forest Industry Association 
and Idaho Association of Count- 
ies announced Monday they 
inched agreement on legisla- 
tion to establish the market 
value of forest land for the next 
six years. 

■"The agreement, which also 
involves the Idaho Forest 
'Owners Association, calls for a 
special committee to meet in 
j2QQ4 to devise and implement a 
fair valuation process by 2006. 

• Timber industry officials want * 
to' overhaul' the state’s method of 
vahilng forest lands because for- 
est land taxes have increased 147 


percent and forest land values 
jumped more than 300 percent 
during the past seven years. 

Jane Gorsuch, vice president 
of Idaho affairs for the Inter- 
mountain Forest Industry Assoc-’ 
iation, said the compromise legis- 
lation would establish the value 
of forest lands by using the low- 
est value created by either the 
state’s current formula for valu- 
ing the lands or 50 percent of the 
value reduction called for by a 
discounted cash flow method. 

Dan Chadwick, executive 
director for the Idah'o 
Association of Counties, said the 
compromise legislation will 
ensure the continued stability of 
the property tax system in tim- 
ber-dependent counties and pro- 
vide a method for reviewing the 
process and improving the fair- 
ness of the existing system at the 
same time. 


POCATELLO (AP) - Some

BELGRADE, Yugolluvio (AF) 

- In a lavish funeral that melded 
military pomp and urban folk tra- 
dition, the reputed war criminal 
Arkan was buried Thursday amid 
, reports that two suspects in his 
slaying have been arrested. 

Pro-government media said the 
arrests should dispel rumors that 
President Slobodan Milosevic’s 
administration killed Arkan to 
keep him from linking national 
leaders to Balkan atrocities. 
Milosevic’s party spokesman sug- 
gested that opposition leaders 
' were “twisted” for linking the 
president to Arkan’s shooting 
Saturday at a Belgrade hotel. 

Arkan, whose real name was 
Zeljko Raznatovic, commanded a 
fearsome militia nicknamed the 
“Tigers.” His ruthless tactics in 
Croatia and Bosnia led to war 
crimes charges, but his battle- 
field exploits and criminal record 
earned him a reputation for 
being a kind of Serbian Jesse 
James. He also became one of 
Serbia’s richest men, controlling 
-interests in gambling, betting and— 
oil smuggling. 

His popular appeal was appar- 
ent Thursday, as weeping men, 
women in mink coats and chil- 
dren clutching beeswax candles 
squeezed into the courtyard of 
New Cemetery, craning their

Last U.S. military plane leaves Haiti, 
marking end of permanent mission 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) - A U.S. Air Force C-141 
carrying a lone soldier and 

15.000 pounds of equipment left 
Haiti on Thursday, marking a 
symbolic end to a mission that 
began with the 1994 U.S.-led 
invasion and restored elected 
government in this Caribbean 
nation. 

"We're concluding our perma- 
nent mission here in Port-au- 
Prince,” said Army Lt. Col. Ray 
Duncan. Without ceremony or 
fanfare, crews nearby loaded a 
hydraulic lift, generator and 
other equipment onto the plane. 

The U.S. Support Group was 
the extension of a contingent of 

20.000 troops President Clinton 
s ent to Haiti in 1994 to restore 
the elected government of 
President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide after a bloody three- 
year military dictatorship. 

Unlike the invasion force, the 
Support Group’s mission was 
humanitarian - building roads, 
bridges and schools, drilling 
wells and giving health care to 
the poorest of Haitians. 

Few deny that the presence of 
uniformed Americans had a 
calming effect on Port-au-Prince, 
and some Haitians fear the pull- 
out will increase the risk of 
- unrest -as Hairi-prepares-for-Ieg — 
islative elections on March 19. A 
.police training mission run by 
the United Nations ends March 
15, when an unarmed U.N. train- 
ing mission takes over. 

But U.S. officials say Haiti has 
largely policed itself since a 
local police force -was deployed 
under U.N. supervision in 1995.

Local dance studios

TWIN FAILS - Think you’ve had daunt- 
ing days? 

On Saturday, dance teacher Julie 
Goodfellow of Burley will sit down in the 
College of Southern Idaho Fine Arts 
Center auditorium and put together dance 
acts.-. some of which she won’t -have-seen — 
before - from a dozen different studios 
around south-central Idaho.

Blampicd brings an ob liqu e perspective to ‘Papa’

„ SUN VALLEY -- It was a 
moment Ernest Hemingway 
might have detailed in one of his . 
famous novels had he seen it: . 
There rolled up on thc.ground in . 
a fetal position lay Sun Valley 
.actor David Blampicd, a bull’s 
horn poking through his rear 
pants pocket. 

“In that moment I became 
• an instant hero, part of the" 
men that Ernest Hemingway' 
immortalized,” Blampied 
said.' 

Little did Blampied know that 
27 years later he would be help- 
ing to continue the immortaliza- 
tion of Ernest Hemingway by 
^portraying the Nobel Prize win* 

~ ;ner in a one-man play in the very 
"town that Hemingway lived out 
-bis final days. • 

The actor’s acclaimed presen- 
tation of John de Groot’s “Papa” 
can be seen Tuesday nights dur- 
ing January in the Boiler Room 
at the Sun Valley Resort. . 

Ironically, it was not because 
of Hemingway that Blampied 
went to Pamplona, Spain, to run 
with the bulls that week in 1972. 
He had followed James 
-Michener and the lore contained 
-in Michener’s book “Iberia.” 

> But, there, he ate and drank 
"in the same cafes that 
-.Hemingway had. He sat. across 
from men who had talked with 
Hemingway. And he became 
.caught up in the Hemingway 
credo “We run because we are 
men.” 

Each day during the week- 
long Running of the B ulls , heron 
a little further until Day 5 when 
he thought he had a chance to 
make it all’ the way into the bull- 
ring, the finish.

But along the way he turned 
momentarily to see the people 
falling behind him. Someone 
stepped on his ankle and he, too, 
hit the ground knowing he was 
about to get trampled by an 
1,800-poiind beast. 

“I could feel his hot breath. 
’What a way to die,’ I thought. 
Yet, with the exception of gor- 
ing my rear cheek, he never 
touched me. He ran past me and 
caught a boy climbing up the 
fence on the neck, nearly pok- 
ing his eye out. I leapt the 7- 
foot fence and it wasn’t until I 
got to the other side that Ideal- 
ized I was covered in blood. I 
spent the next five hours flat on 
my stomach waiting. for my 20 
stitches while they tried to save 
the boy. The doctors said a frac- 
tion of an inch more and the 
. bull would have gored by sciatic 
" nerve." ' 

4 The experience gave Blampied 
a rare insight into Hemingway, 
as did moving to Sun Valley four 
years later in 1976. 

“Suddenly, in the home of 
Ernest Hemingway I started to 
read more of his works, and I 
came to realize why he loved this 
area s o well," he sai d. 

TT wasn’t until Blampicd - 
returned to New York - where 
it’s believed that all good actors 
have to have a one-man play - 


— that- the-idea-for-“Papa?- germi- 
nated, though. It took him eight 
years to get the -rights to John de 
Groot’s ploy. 

The play takes place not in 
Hemingway’s Sun Valley home 
but in the writing room of his 
Cuban home a couple years 
before his death by suicide. Set 
against the backdrop of a water 
buffalo trophy mounted on the 
. wall, a bullfighting poster and 
hunting rifles, it shows a tor- 
mented Hemingway punctuated 
by staccato mpments of comic 
relief. 

It portrays a man trying to 
come to grips with who he is. It 
portrays a man who is trying to 
hang on to his machismo despite 
failing health and way too much 
drinking. 

“It’s not a whitewash. It’s not 
a myth. It’s the man," Blampied 
said. 

“Most people say they have 
more compassion 

Painting word pictures in the 
air, Blampicd as Hemingway 
philosophizes on everything 
... from fallen pilots to catching 
'.-'fish the size of panthers to his 
novels being critiqued as "filth 
that has no place in a Christian 
home." 

“David's amazing. He looks 
like Hemingway. He talks like- 
Hemingway. He is Hemingway 
for the time that he’s up on that 
stage, “ said Judy McCabe, who 
has given Blampicd several 
standing ovations for his portray- 
al of ‘'Papa." 

Part of the tortured 
Hemingway’s expoundings are 
devoted to his mother, a woman . 
whom Hemingway despised. 

“Parents are the worst people 
in the world to raise children," 
says Blampicd, sporting the 
trademark Hemingway beard, 
khaki shorts and island shirt and 
a Chicago accent he developed 

■ after listening to tapes of 
Hemingway. “My own mother 
told me on my 21st birthday 1 
was not a man. She said I should 
get a job and sell real estate.’’ 

Ironically, Blampicd says, 

■ Hemingway’s mother had has 
much to do with her son’s success 
as anyone, even though she 
didn’t appear to like him very 
well. 

“She took him to museums and 
theaters, gave him the back- 
ground that made him such a 
well-rounded writer. But he idol- 
ized his father, who was not per- 
fect, who was probably manic- 
depressive, in fact. But his father 
took him hunting.” 

Trying to live up to the images 
his stories, breathed was part of 
Hemingway’s downfall, 
Blampied believes. But, beneath 
the machismo, Hemingway may 
have glimpsed an art behind 
everything he glorified, as well. • 

Fast rewind back to the bull- 
fights, for instance. “I went to 
bullfights while in Spain and 
couldn’t understand what the 
attraction was-they were gory 
and horrifying,” Blampied said. 
“Then I saw a young bullfighter- 
named ’Boy With a Cape.’ I’ll 
never forget watching how he 
manipulated the animal, -how the 
audience became caught up in 
his challenging death one on one. 


- — “He was completely-in-charge, — 
so much so that he allowed the 
animal to come within a fraction 
of an inch from his chest. I . 
became swept up in the moment 
as I watched this boy charge the 


animal.-sliding in on his knees,- 
whipping the cape away and 
killing the bull instantly. The 
perfect bullfight. A piece of. art. 
The crowd picked this boy up 
and carried him through the 


—streets of Valencia -for hours. _ 
What a hero! What a piece of art! 
And there in that moment you 
get a glimpse of what Ernest 
Hemingway might have seen and 
felt.”

Sundance Festival expands attractions for big crowd I Classifieds 733-0931

The clamor to compete in this ; 
year’s-Sundance Festival, which 
starts this week in Park City, 
Utah, has been more intense than 
ever, With just shy of a record 
1,200 films being submitted for 
Sundance's coveted 32 (16 dra- 
matic, 16 documentary) competi- 
tive slots. 

Crowd totals for the 10-day 
event usually are in the 13,000 
range, but this year, with all man- 
ner of digital and dot-com ven- 
tures added to the mix, the totals 
are expected to swell. 

In an attempt to cater to every- 
one who shows up, or maybe 
because it wants to attract a 
diverse crowd, Sundance has 
been expanding itself into non- 
film areas. The Sundance Music 
Stiidio, sponsored by BMG Music 
ar(d the Sundance Channel, will 
onjee again offer live musical per- 
formances, and a jjoir of high- 
powered theatrical events, 
Charlayne Woodard's- In Real 
Life" and Eve Ensler’s The 
Vagina Monologues,” will be put 
on. 

Even in the film area, 
Sundance, like Cannes, has long 
been several festivals. Slam- 
dance, the first Sundance alterna- 
tive, around long enough to seem 
pdsitively venerable, celebrates 
itsj longevity by opening a second 
venue, the Filmmakers’ Lounge, 
to deal with the deserving over- 
flow from the record 2,050 sub- 


missions it received. 

Somewhere under all this hub- 
bub are the Sundance films, the 
reason it all began. As has 
become usual for the past few 
years, the most anticipated films 
are. in the Premieres section, 
where bigger name pictures end 
up. 

Because his Big Night 1 * was a 
highlight of Sundance a few 
years back, Stanley Tucci’s Joe 
Gould’s Secret" is one of the fes- 
tival’s most-anticipated films. Set 
in 1940s New York, it’s the 
based-on-fact story of the unex- 
pected relationship between 
New Yorker writer Joseph 
Mitchell (Tucci) and a formida- 
bly eccentric, Harvard-educated 
street person named Joe Gould 
(Ian Holm). 

Sundance’s Centerpiece Pre- 
miere is Gina Prince-Bythewood’s 
Love and Basketball," which 
touches on two preoccupations of 
its producer. Spike Lee. Also 
worth noting are. Mary Harron’s 
American Psycho" (rated NC-17 
by the Motion Picture Asso- 
ciation of America for, typically, 
sex rather than violence); 
Michael Alinereyda’s Ethan 
Hawke-starring Hamlet"; and 
Rated X," in which brothers 
Emilio Estevez and Charlie 
Sheen’s take on the Mitchell 
brothers, San Francisco’s pornog- 
raphy pioneers. 

Sure to be tighter is Happy 
Accidents," Brad Anderson’s fol- 
low-up to his underappreciated 


Next Stop, Wonderland.” Also 
worth a look is Waking the 
Dead," a haunted Endless Love’’- 
type romance (in fact based on a 
Scott Spenser novel) in which 
Billy Crudup and Jennifer 
Connelly. are quietly convincing 
as a couple whose love may or 
may not be divided by death. 

While the lucky 16 films 
allowed in the dramatic competi- 
tion are usually by unknowns, 
some familiar names have made 
it into the fray this year. Most 
eagerly awaited is the Heather 
Graham-starring Committed," 
written and directed by Lisa 
Krueger, whose Manny and Lo” 
was the delight of an earlier 
Sundance. 


While the dramatic competi- 
tion captures much of the pub- 
licity, Sundance regulars know 
that World Cinema, where 450 
films competed for 29 slots this 
year, is where some of the best 
films are to be found. Aside 
from Bhutan director Khyentsc 
Norbu’s The Cup," which is a 
favorite at Cannes and about 
to be released, other films of 
interest are Cuban director 
Gerardo Chijona's Paradise 
Under the Stars,” a tribute to 
Havana’s legendary Tropicana 
nightclub, and Herod’s Law," 
a satire on the ruling PRI 
party that has been a phenom- 
enal success in its native 
Mexico.

When George Washington 
alleged U I cannot tell a lie,” he 
was probably lying. Catching him 
at it, however, would not have 
been easy. 

For years, researchers have 
known that just about everybody 
lies, but they have also shown 
that people can detect other peo- 
ple’s lies only a little over half the 
time -slightly better than chance. 
Statements such as “My child 
never lies to me” or “I can always 
spot a liar” are mostly lies.' 

In the most recent issue of the 
journal Psychological Science, a 
study by California researcher 


Paul Ekman and two .associates 
suggests that by choosing the 
right experts, lie-detection scores 
can rise substantially above the 
norm. 

Ekman, a psychologist at the 
University of California at San 
Francisco, believes that 85 percent 
to 92 percent of liars give them- 
selves away by making 35 differ- 
ent errors, singly or in combina- 
tion. These “cues” to lying can 
indude fadal movements, voice 
tics, nervous gestures and the like. 

And in a test administered to 
six different sets of professionals, 
Ekman and his co-researchers 
found that a group of 23 federfd 
law officers - principally CIA 


agents - could spot the liars 73 
percent of the time. 

A second group of 107 clinical 
psychologists with an abiding 
interest in lying research scored 
67.5 percent, while 43 Los 
Angeles County sheriffs person- 
nel with reputations as good 
interrogators scored 66.7 percent. 

“The fact that some groups DO 
do better tells us that you don’t 
need (to know) all the measure- 
ments,” Ekman said in an inter- 
view. Other experts, however, 
are not. ready to concede that 
Ekman’s results necessarily 
mean that examiners will be able 
consistently to assemble groups 
of overachievers.

PHOENIX - If baseball owners go 
to war with their players again in two 
years. Bud Selig will have unprece- 
dented power - maybe enough to win 
the salary cap many teams want. 

Of, if he wants to avoid a war, he’ll 
have the power to negotiate an exten- 
sion of baseball’s labor contract. 

“The developments of the last two 
days in any historical context are 
staggering, inconceivable 10 or 12 
years ago,” Selig said Thursday after 


a two-day meeting reversed years of 
erosion of the commissioner’s author- 


ity. “I don’t think people understand 
the significance of what’s happened 
here in the last 24 hours." 

Owners voted Thursday to give all 
their Internet rights - induding radio 
broadcasts and video when technolo- 
gy becomes available - to the com- 
missioner's office. 

A day earlier, they gave Selig 
power “without limitation” to ensure 
“there is an appropriate level of long- 
term competitive balance among the 
clubs” and told him to use it. 

He can override all of baseball's 
rules - even blocking trades - and 
attempt to impose a salary cap if he ■ 
thinks bargaining with players after 
tho 2001 season has reached an 
impasse. 

“It will strengthen the position of . 
major league baseball," Houston 
Astros owner Drayton McLane said. 
“He’s had best-interests power over 
the integrity of the game. Now he has 
best-interests power over the eco- 
nomics of the game.”

ST. LOUIS (AP) - Two against 
one doesn’t seem quite fair. 
Except when the one is Marshall 
Faulk. 

In Mike Alstott and Warrick 
Dunn, the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
have a nice running back rota- 
tion. Alstott is the 250-pound bat- 
tering ram, and Dunn is the 
speedy outside guy. 

All the St. Louis Rams have is 
Faulk. All, as in, he does it all. 

‘ Faulk was the NFL Offensive 
Player of the Year, setting a 
record with 2,429 yards of total 
offense. He became just the sec- 
ond player to gain 1,000 yards 
rushing and 1,000 yards receiv- 
ing. 

So two against one doesn't 
seem to be a problem for St. 
Louis for Sunday’s NFC champi- 
onship game. 

“Having a guy like Marshall 
who can do everything is some- 
thing a lot of teams wish they 
had," said league Most Valuable 
Player Kurt Warner. “We’ve 
been getting some big plays and 
getting deep, but a lot of our best 
plays have been just dumping it 
to Marshall and having him go 
with it." 

When Faulk gets the ball 
against the Bucs, lie can expect to 
draw lots of attention. 

“It will take all 1 1 of us to keep 


him under control,” said defen- 
sive tackle Warren Sapp, the 
Defensive Player of the Year. “If 
we eliminate the big plays, we 
will be fine.” 

The best way to limit Faulk’s 
contributions is to not let the St. 
Louis offense, which led the 
league, onto the field. And the 
best way to do that, of course, is 
for Alstott and Dunn to have big 
days. 

AJstott, like Faulk an All-Pro, 
has become as. much a feature 
• back as a fullback. He gets most 
of his yardage inside, but has dis- 
played an ability to adjust on the 
run. 

“Tampa Bay Is known for 
pounding the ball with Alstott 
and mixing it up with Dunn,”_ 
Rams cornerback Dre’ Bly said. 
“If we can stop the running 
game, that has to be any team’s 
game plan against the Bucs. 
Stop the running game and 
force Shaun King to throw. He’s 
a rookie back there, so we want 
to try to mix it up on defense 
and put him in unfamiliar situa- 
tions. 

“The thingio watch for is like 
what Alstott did last week 
(against Washington). If he can’t 
get anywhere inside, he can 
bounce it outside and get some- 
thing.” 


Alstott got 942 yards rushing 
this season and played far more 
in running situations than Dunn.

“We changed our scheme a lit- 
tle bit," Dunn said. T was more 
involved in the passing game and 
I think it has helped this team 
and we are in the NFC champi- 
onship game.”

The Bucs prefer for 
their third-ranked defense to con- 
trol games.

So much so that Faulk touchetl 
the ball 340 times this season Arid 
the other backs combined for 158 
touches. In fact, Faulk probably 
would have had the ball much 
more often if the Rams weren’t 
blowing out opponents practicab- 
ly every week.

Black employees sue Home Depot 


Investors look into 
personnel policies

DETROIT - In light of a $120 
million lawsuit filed by 12 black 
Home Depot workers in metro 
Detroit two weeks ag<3, a group of 
20 investors is requesting infor- 
mation about the hardware store 
chain’s minority hiring. 

The group, organized by the 
Interfaith Center on Corporate 
Responsibility in New York, has 
asked the retailer - which is 
about to open a huge home- 
improvement store in Twin Falls 
- to include in its annual report 
how many women and minorities 


it hires and related policies. 

Suzanne Apple, Home Depot’s 
vice president of community’ 
affairs, said that level of detail 
could be “hard to provide and 
doesn’t accurately represent our 
employee population at a given 1 
time.” 

Tlje request came after the 
black employees filed a racial 
discrimination lawsuit Jan. 4 in 
U.S. District Court in Detroit. 
The retailer also was sued last 
week in Atlanta, its headquar- 
ters, by a former employee, who 
alleges age discrimination. 

In 1998, the company settled a 
$65 million class-action sexual 
discrimination suit in 10 Western 
states. The year before, it settled 
a. sexual discrimination lawsuit 
filed in Louisiana for $700,000. 


This week, the Michigan 
Department of Civil Rights was 
to meet with Home Depot execu- 
tives in Detroit presumably to 
discuss the $30.2 billion hard- 
ware drain’s discrimination poli- 
ties and practices. 

Gathering at attorney 
Saunders Dorsey’s Farmington 
Hills home office Wednesday, the 
black workers involved in the 
Detroit suit - including nine still 
with Home Depot - said they 
have been repeatedly overlooked 
for promotions, despite high 
marks on evaluations since the 
company’s store on Southfield 
Road opened in August 1995. 

Three of the workers said they 
were fired after making formal 
complaints. Many of the’12 said 
they have withstood harassment 


and racial slurs. 

Tom Gray, a Home Depot 
spokesman, would not comment 
on the lawsuit or investigations 
Wednesday. However, he did say 
Home Depot has a zero-tolerance 
discrimination policy. 

Thfe workers said they were 
promised management opportu- 
nities, only to watch, new, white 
workers get promoted during the 
last four years. 

The group said about ’80 per- 
cent of the Southfield store’s 
employees are black. Only since 
die lawsuit was filed have blacks 
been promoted, workers said. 

. Sean Tate, another attorney for 
the group, thanked consumers 
for boycotting Home Depot since 
the lawsuit was filed and called 
for more to join the effort.

Bricks and clicks get together at retailers’ convention

NEW YORK - The good cheer was sur- 
prising. 

Here was PricewaterhouseCoopers pre- 
dicting that half of-all retailers will file for 
.bankruptcy within five years - nearly 
twice the failure rate of the past decade. 

And here was an Ernst & Young analyst 
predicting the Internet will claim 5 per-_ 
cent’ tolO percent of U.S. 'retail sales' with- 
in five years, and Goldman Sachs saying 25 


percent in 10 years. 

But despite the raging debate over how 
much business Web sales will siphon from 
traditional stores, most old-line merchants 
seemed upbeat here this week at the.

Traditional retailers spoke confidently 
about how retailing will refashion itself to ’ 
accommodate the Internet. Rather than " 
the Internet hurting their bottom lines in 
the long run, many said, it will wind up 
boosting the value of real-world stores 
because jt will allow them to.expand more 
cheaply. 

Merchants spoke of integrating their 


behind-the-scenes databases so consumers 
can communicate with a company’s Web 
site and simultaneously have their wishes 
recorded in the company’s stores and call 
centers. 

They spoke of deeper changes, too’: how 
the Internet encourages customers to 
“pull" what they want from retail stores, 
rather than waiting for stores to “push” 
products at them.

Fourth-quarter, revenues were

But merchants are 
still searching for data about 
what Internet customers really 
want so they can adapt online 
merchandising schemes to 
respond. New players came here 
offering to help the old-liners get 
digitally hip. 

Shoppinglist.com was recruit- 
ing partners for its 'Web service 
that lets people type in their Zip 
codes to see what’s on sale at 
stores in their neighborhood - 


an important new trend in 
click s-to-bricks. A dozen compa- 
nies showed off software tools to 
give retailers greater push-but- 
ton control over their online 
product displays, including fil- 
ters that let them easily change 
which products pop up on Web 
pages a customer sees, based on 
that customer’s purchasing his- 
tory. 

. Mar ke t4Retail .com wa s si gning 
up retailers for irs new Internet 
trading center, designed to help 
merchants plan product mixes 
with online analytical tools. The., . 
site also lets retailers conduct ’ 
market surveys online, presum- 
ably offering faster, fresher data 
about the almighty King 
Customer. 

^Spirits were high in part 
because retailers are still flush 


from their 1999 success. Retail 
sales totaled $3 trillion in the 
United States last year,' up about 
8 percent - the best growth in 15 
years. Internet sales in 1999 are 
estimated at around $15 billion, 
more than double the year 
before. 

The lowest prediction about 
the Internet’s impact came not 
from an analyst but a retailer, 
whose talk typified the angst that 
still lurks as the industry con- 
fronts well-heeled. Internet-only 
competitors. 

Home Depot Vice President 
Paul Hoedeman said he expects 
no more than 5 percent of retail 
sales to be made online by 2010. 
He took jabs at the still-unprof- 
itable Amazon.com - which 
recently added a new product 
line to compete directly with 


Home Depot - by noting that, 
unlike Amazon, Home Depot 
actually “makes money.” 
Hoedeman’s defensive comments 
called to mind the disdain Merrill 
Lynch executives expressed for 
Internet commerce late in 1998, . 
shortly before the world’s largest 
stockbroker made a digital U- 
tum and embraced online trad- 
ing. 

“The Internet is going to be a 
success, but the primary result is 
going to be to drive more traffic 
into Home Depot stores," 
Hoedeman insisted. 

Home Depot has no separate 
Internet strategy because its 
stores are the focal point of 
everything it does online, he said. 
Even e-mail and online chat 
rooms will be linked backto“the 
Stores. Noting that all Home 


Depot stores have warehouses 
and delivery fleets - an advan- 
tage Internet-only competitors 
lack - Hoedeman predicted that 
Wall Street’s willingness to fund 
money-losing ventures won’t last. 

“The music is going to be stop- 
ping soon,” he said, “and when it 
does, there are not going to be 
any special chairs for e-tailers.” 

His swagger drew laughter and 
applause but was out of sync with 
the attitude ol many traditional , 
retailers. 

•More typical was the talk from , 
Office Depot, whose chief execu- 
tive described his vision for turn- 
ing the company’s Web site into a 

one-stop shop forbusiness-ser 

vices, by buying chunks of 
Internet start-ups and promoting 
'their "online services with links at 
OfficeDepot.com. 


Office Depot wants to help its 
customers, mostly small -business 
people, move online with such 
services as digital distribution of 
news releases, online employee 
recruitment and Internet deals 
on insurance. . . 

“We expect to increase the 
types of transactions that can be 
conducted on OfficeDepot.com,” 
chief executive David Fuente 
said. “We will begin to look more 
and more like a small- business 
portal.” 

That’s the kind of customer 
catering - anticipating where 
they will want to branch out 
online, and getting there ahead 
of-them — that-is-likely-to-help— 
traditional retailers win a 
favored- bookmark from King 
Customer in the new world of 
electronic commerce.

“I should have known belter," 
grumbled a frustrated East ‘'Why 
waste a falsecard on a declarer 
who doesn’t take notice?" 

Look over the play and judge 
for yourself. Did East’s falsecard 
go unnoticed, or did South take 
note of much more than East did? 

South ducked in dummy and 
captured East’s club queen with 
his king. Playing quickly, South 
led a trump to dummy’s king and 
a low one back to his ace, drop- 
ping West’s queen. East had 
played his deuce on the first 
trump and a tricky 10 on the sec- 
ond trump, hoping to convince 
South that he held Q-10-2. East’s 
trick didn’t work. South drew the 
last trump and lost only a dia- 
mond and two hearts, claiming 
game and rubber. 

Why did South play so confi- 
dently in trumps? West's opening 
bid and his opening lead provided 
the clues. When West did not lead 
a heart. South “knew" West did 
not have solid hearts. Holding the 
A-K or'KtQt surety he would have 
led his supported suit South rea- 
soned that West's hearts were A- 
Q-J at best, and the diamond ace 
was part of his opening bid. 

How about East? His raise was 
based on, at most, the K-J of 
hearts, and he already had played 
the club queen. Ergo, falsecard or 
not, the trump queen was.a big fa- 
vorite to be part of West’s opening 
bid. i 

East didn’t Ieam anything from 
this deal. He was too engrossed 
with his own cleverness to appre- 
ciate the reasons for South's ex- .
